I then 
discovered that one of the first acro 
shows was being held al the Petit 
Palais and it was there l1 met M 
Blêriot, who was showing some of 
his aircraft. 

He received me most warmly and

Information about his flying school 
al Buc and how it operated.

The type of opening a player 
employs is largely prescribed by 
his or her personality, Those 
who like to attack adopt 
massive gambit variations, 
while the players who enjoy 
defence even prefer Black tio 
White and defensive defences to 
the counter-attacking variety.

The two sat there for half an 
hour without Spielmann utter- 
ing a word.

T1 got to know Spielmann a 
few years later when he came to 
play in an international tourna- 
mel at Maral in 1938. I 
ound him shy and retiring but 
in our game over the board he 
attacked me violently from the 
starî with a delayed Wing 
Gambit against my Sicilian 
Defence.

If the court in Monaco granted 
cross decrees, that is, both parties 
were guilty of a matrimonial 
offence, then the wife was Dot 
eniiled to any financial provision. 

Tif the wife successfully defended 
divorce proceedings in Monaco she 
would not be entitled 1o any capital 
provision but would be entitled to 
maintenance not exceeding one- 
third of the husband's income. 

The husband's expert 
1hat the wife could apply for 
compensation but that was not 
under the matrimonial law but 
under a general provision of the 
civil code.
